It no longer is true to say, as 
many did following the liberation, 
that Belgian industry has survived

Damage of a serious na 
ture has been caused, the extent and 
the locality of which cannot be dis- 
closed at this time, 

Out of 2,629 communities in Bel- 
gium, 2,205 have suffered damage to 
homes, factories and public buildings. 
|The loss is computed at some 25,000,- 
| 000,000 francs, It is calculated that 
from fhe day of the German invasion 
to last December 350,000 claims were 
filed for property damage. 

Factories damaged total 3,430, of 


which 449 can be written off as a) 
total loss, 1,105 as badly damaged 
and 1,881 partly damaged.

It is important that a small amount 
of water be used and that this water 
be drained off for making scups and 
gravies, as it is rich in health giving 
minerals and vitamins.

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SUDETEN REFUGEES — 
MAKE GOOD IN B.C. 


Families From Sudetenland Settled 
On Land Near Dawson Creek 


Canada's success story in colon- 
ization, written on the fertile lands 
of British Columbia's Peace River 
district, has in the last six years 
added a new chapter to the growth 
and development of this nation. 

In 1939 about 150 refugee families 
|from Sudentenland, seeking a haven 
in a land that was free from the 
domination of Nazi Germany, arrived 
in Canada and were settled on a block 
of land at Tupper Creek, 27 miles 
| from Dawson Creek and close to the 
Alberta boundary. 

Today these immigrants are sub- 
|stantial Canadian citizens. They 
| have paid for their farms, they have 


ings, and they have ample equipment 


|for tilling, cultivating and seeding 
ithe soil. * 

A government report issued re- 
cently lists some of their accom- 


| plishments. 
| During the past season they have 
harvested crops on 3,100 acres, much 
of it land that was covered with bush 
, when they moved into the district. 
|Crops were below average but were 
better than those in other sections 
| of the Peace River district. 

| Leaders in the colony reported that 
settlers were well satisfied with their 
adopted country and declared that 
;none would be anxious to return to 
their homeland when the war is over. 
A number have applied for natural- 
ization papers and others are planning 
|to make application in the near fu- 
| ture, 

| Under the direction of the Cana- 
;dian Colonization Association, the 
‘immigrants have been instructed in 
jthe art of farming on the Canadian 
prairies and they have learned their 
|lessons well. Many had no previous 
farming experience, yet they have in 
less than six years earned enough 
to pay for the land. 

Thirty or forty of the Sudetens 
have augmented their inccme by 
working on the Alaska Highway pro- 
ject and income from this source in 
| the last year has amounted to about 
| $25,000..-Vancouver Daily Province. 

Global Network

Gasoline consumption in Al- 
berta in 1944 was more than 
8,000,000 gallons in excess of the 
last peacetime year, 1938, accord- 
ing to official figures compiled by 
the provincial secretary's depart- 
ment. 

Nearly 50,000,000 gallons 
gasoline were consumed by 
called “civilian” 
last year. The actual total was 
49,611,436 gallons.
